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DO YOU KNOW UNOCO? 


Seven years ago a special company was created as a subsidiary of Walt 
Disney Productions to provide shops and merchandise for our Lake Buena 
Vista Hotel Plaza. The company is the United National Operating Company, 
and is commonly known as UNOCO. The entire company comprises a total of 
45 cast members working as merchandise sales hosts and hostesses, stock 
people and leads, and together they operate our “off property” shops. 

At the present time UNOCO operates 13 shops within the four hotels at Lake 
Buena Vista, with a fourteenth in the process of being built. Five of these shops 
are fashion wear for men and women, specializing in resort and casual 
clothing. Each hotel has a sundries shop which sells souvenir merchandise as 
well as assorted sundries and drugstore items. 

Seven of our UNOCO shops are located at the Dutch Inn. There is a Disney 
shop which carries character merchandise exclusively; three fashion shops for 
men, women and children; a unique gift shop with imported merchandise 
from Holland; a sundries shop and a beauty shop. 

The Royal Plaza also has a men's and women’s fashion shop as well as a 
sundries shop. The TraveLodge has a Disney shop and a sundries shop, and 
the Howard Johnsons has a sundries shop which is in the process of being

Walt Disney World ticket media as well as transportation tickets to and from the theme park. 
The Children's Shop at the Dutch Inn, the Royal Men's at the Royal Plaza, the Disney shop at 
the TraveLodge and the Sundries shop at Howard Johnson's handles this function. 

Each fashion shop is open from 9a.m. to6 p.m. daily, with the exception of the Royal Men's 
and the Children’s shop which is open from 8 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. to accommodate guests 
wanting tickets. The character merchandise locations and the sundries shops are open from 8 
a.m. to 10 p.m. daily. 

One of the nicest things about our UNOCO shops is that your Walt Disney World discount 
applies to all purchases! The location is great. . . right on your way to or from work and the 
price is right! `

SAFE DRIVING IS 
YOUR RESPONSIBILITY 


Each week numerous accidents 
occur at Walt Disney World with both 
Company vehicles and cast 
members’ vehicles. Fortunately, the 
majority of these are "fender 
benders”, but even these could be 
eliminated if drivers would take a few 
extra seconds of precautions. 

In the past few weeks over half of 
the accidents which occurred 
involved parked cars! Many drivers 
forgot to turn around while they were 
backing, or simply pulled into a 
parking space at too fast a speed and 
found themselves pulling into a small 
car which was hidden from view by a 
larger vehicle. 

When you're backing up, never 
use the rear view mirror. . . it leaves 
blind spots and the potential for an 
accident. Instead turn around and 
look to the rear when backing up. 

Many of our Company vehicles now 
have signs on the dash to remind 
drivers to “Look Before You Back”. 

When driving through parking lots 
remember the speed limit is 
generally 5 mph or 10 mph. Drive 
slow and avoid accidents!

Cancer Hospitalization 


A few weeks ago an article appeared 
in the Parade section of the Sunday 
Sentinel Star entitled “Hospitaliza- 
tion when you have Cancer”, which 
suggested that many companies’ 
group health insurance programs 
have only limited coverage for 
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cancer cases. Since the article ap- 
peared we have had many calls from 
cast members about our own plan. 
We want to assure you that all cast 
members and their dependents who 
have Walt Disney World hospitaliza- 
tion coverage will have the bills 
which they incur due to cancer paid 
the same as you would if you have 
any other medical condition. They 


are: 
e 90% of the hospital bill will be paid 
at the semi-private room rate. 
e After you or a covered dependent 
has satisfied the deductible in a 
calendar year, 90% of all eligible 
expensés incurred by the indf- 
vidual during the remainder of the 
year will be paid. 
If at any point during the year eli- 
gible expenses of a family reach a 
total of $1,000 (including expenses 
used to satisfy the deductible) the 
rate of payment will be increased 
to a full 100%, and that rate will 
continue to apply for the rest of the 
year. 
e And remember, our basic insur- 
ance for cast members and their 
dependents is free.
